Boat Built In 1903. 


The steamer Eastland was built in 


1903 
and owned by the Eastland Navi- 


gation company of Cleveland. Ohio 
It was 265 feet long, 38 feet wide and 
had a draft, of 23 feet with net ton- 
nage of 1,218. It was brought tc Chi- 
cago in 1904 and was used in the ex- 
cursion busines to South Haven Mich- 
igan, for several years. Later it was 
taken to Cleveland and placed in ex- 
cursion service there. 
This spring 
the boat 
was 
remodelled. 
It was 
then brought to Chicago and put on 
the run to St. Joseph, Michigan 
It 
has a steel hull and is known to have 
been one of the fastest excursion boats 
on the great lakes. It had a speed of 
21 knots an hour. 


The Eastland nearly 
met vrith a 
similar accident eight years ago when 
In service between Chicago and South 
Haven, Michigan. The boat crowded 
with passengers listed badly in the 
South Haven harbor, when the water 
ballast was being taken aboard. Offi- 
cers of the ship drove the passengers 
to the other side of the vessel and 
probably diverted a disaster similar 
to that today. 


Other Steamer Becomes Morgue. 
The steamer Theodore 
Roosevelt 
was turned into a temporary morgue. 
Bodies of women and children lined 
the cabin waiting for 
identification. 
Newspaper men were denied permis- 
sion to go aboard the Roosevelt, and 
policemen who guarded the gangways 
declined to say how many bodies were 
aboard the. ship, but rows of corpses 
could be seen on the deck. Scores of 
pulmotors were brought into use, and 
when life was found to be extinct the 
bodies were carried to another part 
of the ship and placed In rows. '

Recent figures as to the population 


of Milwaukee, showing that 
of 
an 


estimated 425,425 people. 73,759 are 
natives of Germany and 
19,529 of 


Austria-Hungary, are misleading with- 
out explanation. Under the present 
method of taking the census, persons 
are credited to the country from which 
they 
have 
expatriated 
themselves. 


Thus Poles, Bohemians and all others 
who came from Germany or Austria- 
Hungary are accredited as Germans, 
Austrians, or Hungarians. 
This will 


be apparent upon examination of the 
census of 1930. and the recently pub- 
lished estimate, neither of which rec- 
ognizes cur large Polish population 
at all, while in 1900 the census gave 
Milwaukee over 16,000 Poles, nearly 
aTT of whom were credited to German 
Poland. The same relative conditions 
probably hold good today, and the fig- 
ures of 1910 and those just published 
ignore the racial fact that there are 
probably 40,000 people of Polish blood 
in Milwaukee, if the first generation 
born here Is included in the reckoning. 
German blood furnishes the largest 
single element, but it by 
no means 
dominates Milwaukee.
